The casualties in the fortress were four
killed and forty wounded, while the dam-
age was Inconsiderable, excepting from
ona shell fired evidently from a ten-inch
mortar, which dismantied & gun and dug
a hols through masonry a yard and a
half thick and penetratsd (wo and & half
yards of esarth,

The fort sustained two assaults which,
ar is alrendy known, were repulsed with
grent slaughter, 700 bodles having been
found around the fort after one asmault

flefuse to Suarrender,

On twe occasions ah envoy WwWas Pent
by the German commander, who ' sum-
moned the garrlaom to surrender in these
torms: “In the name of hia imperial ma-
Jesty T gummon you (o surrender uncon-
ditionally"

“Never!" was the reply.

On the secomd vikit of the envey he
complalned soverely of having been fired
ofi by Fért Genicourt and declared after
receiving the commandant’'s’ responne:

An artllleryman who took part in the
defense of Maubeuge deciares that the
amount of powder burned there was even
greater than at Troyon. For nine hours
at & stretch, he states, during ome day
of the most furious bombardment, the
Germans fired shells woighing 1,000 pounds
each at the rate of four per minute. An
ageregate of 1,00 tona of powder and
metal during the nine hours were used
upon only one of the forts arcund the
